LUDENDORFF'S DEFENCE. 
20 
DENIALS OF GERMAN 
FRIGHTFULNELS. 


In reviewing Ludendori’s book, 
Major-Gen. Sir F. Maurice, 
says>— . 

“Now Naaman, captain of the 


host of the King of Syria, was a]. 


great man with his master—he 
was also a mighty man of valour, 
but he was a leper.” : 

Ludendorff was a-brave soldier, 
and much the ablest of the 
generals who fought against us, 
but he was of the straizest sect of 
He 
shows in his book no glimmering 
of understanding of the causes 
which brought about the 
downfall of his country, no 
tegard whatever for the proven 
facts as to the attitude of the 
Entente Powers before the out- 
break of the war, and be con- 
demns the policy of the German 
statesmen only because, in his 


opinion, it was too weak, not} 


sufficiently ruthless, He begins in 
his preface by calling the war 
“thestruggle for the defence of the 
Fatherland.” - In his opening 
pages he pictures Germany as 
surrounded by a ring of jealous 


and endangering her existence as 
a - nation. “Liosd George's 
menacing speech of July 21, 
1911, | threw a bright 
light upon England's intention 
which, with this exception, she 
concealed with great skill.” Not 
a word, says he, of Germany's 
acts of aggression which were the 
cause of that speech. “These 
animals are very wicked, when 
one attacks them ther defend 
themselves,” is his attitude to- 
wards the Entente Powers. 
Throughout his book jhe takes 
credit to himself, thar he was 
amongst the few in high places 
who, f om first to last, saw clear- 
ly the “will to destruction” which 
inspired the enemies of Germany, 
and lays the blame for her 
disasters upon those .who did not 
see it, and thereby weakened the 
“will to resistance” of the German 
people. 


THE INVASION OF BELGIUM 


Of the causes which eventually 
did determine the greater part of 


the civilised world to destroy 
Prussian militarism as an 
abomination and danger to 
humanity, Ludendorff appears to 
be: as ignorant to-day as he was 
in 1914. Of the meaning of inter- 
national morality, of the power of 
right over.the power of wrong, the 
war has taught him nothing. He 
expresses noregret for Germany's 
three cardinal crimes, the viola- 
tion of the neutratity of Bel- 
gium, unrestricted U-boat warfare 
and methods of frightfulness 
He does not even see that they 
did not pay. He admits frankly 
that the plans for the invasion of 
Belgium were made years before 
the war, by von Schlieffen, the 
predecessor of von Moltke, who 
was chief of the German General 
Staf in .August, 1914. 
were all convinced that this plan 
was the best. Nobody believed 
in the neutrality of Belgium. The 
plan was the best, because it was 
the. only one which promised 
the destruction of the rrilitary 
power of France before Russia 
could intervene. Germans's 
pledged word and the rights of 
small nations do- not, therefore, 
comeintothe count. Long before 
the older Moltke created the Ger- 
man General Staff, another great 
militarist had founded a great 
and powerful society. Loyola 
taught his followers that the end 
justifies the means, and Lydend- 
orff and his colleagues, in other 
times and for other purposes. 
adopted that principle of the 
Jesuits. . 


OF RESTRICTED U-BOAT 
WARFARE. 
Ludendorff tells us that in 


September, 1916, von Bethmann 


Hollweg was busy with the idea 
of getting President Wilson to 
intervene in favour of peace. 
This came to nothing, and Count 
Burian then proposed that the 
Central Powers should niake direct 
proposals for peace, which proved 
abortive.

FRIGHTFULNESS. 


In his account of the operations 
in Belgium Ludendorff says: 
“Some innocent people may have 
had to suffer, but the ‘Belgian 


‘atrocities’ were nothing but,e 


cleverly advertised legend con- 
cocted with every possible refine- 
ment of skill.” While some of the 
atrocities were certainly due to the 
uncontrolled bestiality of the Ger- 
man troops, the evidence is over- 
whelming that “ frightfulness,” 
systematically employed in order 
to prevent delay to the march 
through Belgium, was a definite 
part of the plan of the German 
General Staff. Ludendroff simply 
will not allow himself to believe 
what be does not want to believe.

THE CONTEST OF TWO IDEAL 
——_+-—_——_— 


Peoplo are vary prone to refer to these days as days of peace 
and although by comparision with the days of the great war there 
is peace, Burope is a long way yet from enjoying tranquility. And 
the most-to-be-regretted centre of strife and dissension—Russie— 
should, by all the natural laws of compensation, have bean the first 
to whom peace would have given rest and recuperative quiet. In 
the days when the Great War was still a gigantic novelty, some- 
thing potentially terrible yet unique enough to give almost pleasur- 
abls excitement, Russia was bearing’ hardships that no other 
belligerent shared. Calling up and training millions of troops she 
impoverished ‘her civilian population, her people knew hunger 
before those of other warring countries, and right through the 
struggle that followed Russia has been persistently visited by 
turmoil and colossal sacrifices. Judged by the common principles 

- of justice, Russia should first and foremost have found peace and 
respite, but, in disastrous contradistinction, she is rent asunder by 
civil strife, she is acountry that has lost her homogenity, and is even 
now engaged in suicidal war against those with whom’ she was 
formerly allied. With these facts before us it ill behoves any to 
light-thinking!y speak of and pass judgment on what is now taking 
place, . “ oo . 

Within the space of this column there is not room to detail the 
events of the past five years as they affect the land and people of 
the fallen’ Romanoffs, but of the’main currents that have determined 
the contempsrary history of Russ‘a a word or two might be said. 
Following the first flush of national excitement and enthusiasm that 

marked Russia's effort when war first broke out, there came a serious 
military debacle owing to traitorous leaders and ill-equipped forces. 
Always the home of over-autoeratic officialdom and a dissatisfied 

roletariat, Russia passed through just such another Revolution as 
hed deluged France towards the end of the Cighteenth Cantury. 
Chafing against irksome and unjust rule the people of Russia threw 
over the monarchy, served out sharp treatment to the. horde of 
parasitic bureaucrats and attempted, after having made a humilia- 
ting peace with her enemies, to establish a democratic regims.

From slaves themselves they changed 
to tyrants—tyrants of rage and passion, sworn to war against any- 
thing “bourgeoisie”.

What has followed we all know. Missionaries of this creed have 
penotrated to the four corners of the earth and’among the more 
unthoughtful ~proletariats have succeeded in gaining a 
sympathetic hearing.

SLAVERY IN HONGKONG: 


On the strictly legal side of the 
case, and on the evidence before 
the Court, the Magistrate may 


have been acting correctly in — : 
in bed to a friend, who told him to 


charging the defendants, but 
so doing he tacitly acquiesced 
the monstrous transaction. 
Natural law, as well as written. 
law, forbids the sale of human 
beings, yet here we have this kind 
of thing going on in & British 
Colony. A deed of sale was cold- 


bloodedly drawn, up, and one of | 


the reports of the case mentions | 


the transaction being. registered | 
at the office of the Secretary for | 


Chinese Affairs! The mother 
even claimed, as we have men- 
tioned, thatthe man had “aperfect 
rright” to sell bis sister. Under 
Chinese law, he may have had; 
but under British law never. Now, 
jt is about time this kind of thing 
were put a stop to. It is 
absolutely contrary to British 
Common Law to permit bartering 
Lin human lives, yet jt is notorious 
that such transactions go on here 
in Hongkong, and the details are 
openly stated in ourCourts. The 
plea of Chinese custom cannot 
hold ‘for a moment, for we can 
only recognise such custom when 
it does not conflict with humane 
ideas. Itis a standing disgrace 
to the Colony that brothers should 
be allowed to dispose of sisters for 
money and the officers of the 
Crown remain totally indifferent 
to the proceeding. - In such cir- 
cumstances, what become of our 
boast that slavery does not exist 
under the British flag? We 
rmoake bold to assert that slavery 
does‘exist in Hongkong, and, what 
js worse, that the. authorities 
take no notice of the fact. What 
is: needed is that our British 
Common Law should .ba rigor- 
ously enforced and the Chinese 
once and for all made to under- 
stand that our Code is founded 
on an infinitely higher standard 
than that which governs the lives 
of the people of China. . 


CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 


There is another type of indivi- 
dual whom we should like to see 
more effectually punished, and 
that is'the man guilty of cruelty 
to animals. On Saturday we re- 
ported a case in which a Chinese 
was before the Court on such a 
charge, the evidence showing 
that a cow had had its four legs 
tied together, the creature being 
then slung across a bamboo and 
carried a long distance to a. 
steamer, where it died through 
the sufferings to which it had 
been subjected. The defendant 

fined $50. Conisider- 
the immensity of the 
offence, the punishment was in 
no ways adequate. A rough 
glance over the Ordinance leads 
us to think that’ this was’ the 
maximum sentence. But such 


brutes should be rent to gaol and |t

If the pre- 
sent law does not permit of such 
punishment, then it ought to be 
revised. Only by the infliction of 
bodily suffering on themselves 
will certain.classes of Chinese be

SINGAPORE AS WORLD'S RUBBER 

CENTRE. 

Before the war plantation 
rubber was shipped direct from 
Singapore. Colombo, and. other 
ports inthe Far Fast to London, 
where it was sold at auction. 
London had always been the 
world's greatest rubber market. 
But the submarine menace, to-| 
gether with high ocean freight 
and war-risk rates and lack of 
tonnage, placed London at, a 
disadvantage, so that the 
Singapore market and the Far 
East has become, temporarily 
at’ least. the world’s rubber 
market. The Singapore rubber 
auctions are growing mere and 
more important and buying of 
crude rubber is largely centred J. 
there. In addition to representa- 
tives of alllarge American manu- 
facturers, all large American and 
London dealers now have buyers 
atSingapore. Sales inthe Singa- 
pore auctions have grown from 
552 tons in the year of their 
origin (1912) to 24,316 tons in 
1917,: Practically all plantation 
rubber is now imported into the 
United States via the Pacific 
direct from. the. Far East, 
in Japanese tonnage. Although 
the. London market seems with- 
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out particular influence on con-|’ 


ditions in America, from a broad 
point of view we should not dis- 
count consideration of London as 
a factor in the rubber market: 
for the majority of rubber planta- 
tions are British-owned, and in 
nearly every case. have 
their central offices in London, 
and from that city the directors 
are controlling the sales. It is 
not unlikely that after shipping, 
financial, “and other conditions 
resume their normal state London 
may sgain become a greater factor 
in the rubber market. 

WHY NO RISE IN RUBBER? .. 

An almost: daily question in 
Mincing Lane circles is, “Why 
has plantation rubber not partici- 
pated in the almost general, and 
in the majority of instances, 
enormous increase in values of 
produce? And ‘yet the. same 
influences have affected all 
markets—restrictions, control, 
freight scarcity. But whereas 
since the Armistice, in November, 
1918, most articles have risenin a 
very marked manner rubber has 
been the outstanding exception. 
One reason for the exceptional 
course of the market for this 
article, says a correspondent in 
the Financial News, is the fact 
that in May last year the United 
States Government enacted that 
the imports of rubber into that 
country should de restricted to 
100,000 tons per anoum, ie. to 
about half of the quantity which 
the rubber trade there would have 
imported if things bad been 
normal Stocks in the’ East, 
owing to scarcity of tonnage, bad 
accumulated to a very large total, 
and the result of the Amerivan 
restriction was an acute pressure 
tosell, and heavy decline in prices |}, 
in Singapore. Very heavy pur- 
chases were made on the decline, 
and American buyets were par- 
ticnlarly prominent, while London 
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dealers shared in this tempting 
opportunity, forthere was a good 
margin of profit on simultaneous 
sales of forward delivery here. 
When shipping facilities im- 
proved the accumulation in the 
East was gradually dispersed, and 
large quentities were -shipped ‘to 
England, with theresvit that 
stocks here have constantly in- 
creased, and at the. moment do 
not appear to have reached their 
meximum, For several months 
therefore supply has largely 
exceeded ‘demand Fin the 
London market, and rubber 
is a heavy article to finance. 
The United Statee, having 
bought extensively in the 
East . during « the depres- 
‘gion, have not had resort to this 
market to any extent recently. 
A large stock here should, how- 
ever, Dot prove a detriment, but, 
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on the contrary, is desirable if, as ” 
its position warrants, London is 
to become the chief distributing | 
port, and there are indications of 
2 healthy -development. in this 
direction. The elimination of 
Russia as a buyer bas not help- 
ed our market, white the cen- 
tral Empires have, of course, 
béen charred during the war. 
But now that after protract- 
ed negotiations the Peace Treaty 
with Germany has at last been 
signed and ‘ratified, and the 
blockade’ raised the. London 
market should experience- 6 
revivial of demand, for rubber. is 
cheap, and obtainable quicker 
here than from any otber market. | 
Moreover, in view of the. serious 
coal question and high freights, 
the cost’ of importing from the 
producing countries is more likely
